of the Republic, has shown that] - 


most: of the disatisfaction of. the 
soldier ‘comes from this source, 
whilst internal sl ife is often 
facilitated by. the disloyalty of 
soldiers who can be bought over to 
any cause if negotiations are con- 
ducted with prudence and tact. 
‘Recognising the necessity of 
rectifying this state of affairs, the 
General Officers Commanding in 
Canton juve jointly recommended 
an inerease of pay for soldiers and 
subordinate officers up to the rank 
of Captain. This question is‘now 
being given priority over any other 
question concerning the Army, 
since, it is contended, the disci- 
pline and loyalty of a soldier are 
based on his contentment, and a 
first stage of: contentatent, 
adequate means to provide the 
common necessitles of life. ~The 
present raté of pay of a private is 
$10, $10.50, or $11 per month, 
according to his class. After de- 
ducting $6 for the cost of food, 
which is often of the poorest-kind, 


‘there remains only four. or five}, 


aollars left for other necessities of 
life. - ‘

Although -serious ‘outbreaks 
occur in the:Colony every now 
and then, Hongkong is ‘by no 
manner of means the worat place 
in the East so far os, fires are 
concerned. We ‘rotice from the 
official report of the Shanghai 
Fire Brigade,-for- instance, that 
the total number of calls received 
during December was 83, which 
is a’ record, being 13 above the 
previous highest numbor in Jan- 
uary of last ycar. Of these, no 
fewer than 70 were genuine fires, 
55 occurring within the Settlo- 
ment. But even Shanghai’s record 
pales into insignificance when 
compared with Tokyo, where, we 
notice, there were no fewer than 
74 outbreaks in the first twenty 
days of last month. Indoed, a 
Tokyo correspondent asserts that 
ax regards freequency of fires, 
Japan holds the world’s record, 
the Metropolitan Fire Brigade 
estimating that about "Yen 
180,000,000 goes up in smoke 
every year in. Japan Proper. 
It appears, that. the recent 
heavy incidénce of ‘outbreaks in 
Tokyo and suburbs is due partly 
to the very dry weathorprevailing, 
partly ‘to incendiarism with a 
view to collocting the insurance, 
but still more Jargely to amateur 
dabbling with electric wires now 
that' rudio is becoming so popular 
amongst the: dJapanse. Next to 
these causes, faulty ofectric wir- 
ing is cited usa big factor. In 
connection with the frequency of 
outbreaks, Tokyo is now adopting 
a series of fire slogans,.ta which 
much prominence is being given, 
and of which. the following may 
be cited as of general interest;
